By an order received this morning 
at the local poet cilice from Postmaster 
General Hitchcock work

separate count m ust be made.

to this the actual tim e con­ 
sumed in handling tba mail must lie 
kept and a calculation macle as to the 
numtier of pieces handled a minute. 
The average nutnbet of bundlings 
which each piece receives must also 
be given and record! kepi separately 
for 
incoming and 
outgoing 
mail 
Separate records 
are also asked for 
m ail handled by town earrieis, ac­ 
count being kept both of the number 
of pieces collected and of the number 
carried. 
I he rural m ail earners musf 
perform the same service and in ad d i­ 
tion keep an accurate account of the 
weight of their mail. 
The task imposed by the head of the 
departm ent means that G ettysburg's 
|Ms*tal*force w ill have to work 
just 
about three tim es as herd as at present 
and they do not relish tis- prospect of 
the tedious job imposed 
upon 
them. 
The work of getting the statistics w ill 
be wide spread and thousands of {Mat 
offices have already received tin* same 
order or w ill get it in a few days.

Tba State Legislature w ill 
in all 
probability dispose of the School Code 
this week, and. if the bopea of the 
man in charge of the big bill are rea­ 
lized, it w ill be on the desk of Gover­ 
nor Tenor by Saturday. 
The advocates of tba oode are confi­ 
dant that 
it w ill 
pass. 
Governor 
Toner w ill sign it as soon as it can be 
gone over. 
Road building legislation w ill also 
occupy attention of the House during 
the weak,as the Sprout Main Highway 
bill it booked to be acted upon by the 
committee on Public 
Roads, 
and it 
w ill likely be reported out with addi­ 
tion of a number of routes. 
The joint resolution 
proposing an 
amendment to the Constitution, to per 
mit the state to borrow $00,000,000 for 
construction of highways, w ill 
be in 
the House this week and bids fair to 
be a subject of extended 
discussion. 
A considerable element ia opposed to 
this plan for highway building, hold­ 
ing tba Inroads should be built out of 
current revenue, bot the measure w ill 
have strong support. 
Governor Tetter has gone on record 
in favor of a bond issue, his speech be­ 
fore the Central Pennsylvania Bankera, 
Harrisburg, on February 22, 
being a 
hearty indorsement of that plan. 
The 
Governor favors the 
issuance of the 
bonds as they are needed to carry out 
the road building program, which w ill 
cover a number of years. 
Should this joint resolution pass the 
present Legislature it w ill be laid be­ 
ton- tbe*General Assembly of HHH and 
if passed at that tim e w ill be present­ 
ed to tbs people at the election in Nov­ 
em b er^ thatjjyear.

TOLO IM. STECK THAT NE 
WOULD COMMIT SUICIDE 


Frank Reeaer, the wealthy 60 year 
old president of the York Cotton Com­ 
pany, who committed suicide by drown­ 
ing Saturday, had a few days ago con­ 
fided to his pastor, Rev. A. R. ^Steck, 
of Union Lutheran Church, that be had 
an irresistible impulse to take hie life. 
His physician had adviasd tbs fam ily 
to keep watch upon him. 
It la stated 
that tbs business troubles over which 
he brooded were 
largely 
imaginary. 
The place where Reessr drowned him ­ 
self was an old swimming hole, 
with 
a gruesome record of several 
acci­ 
dental 
drownings and at least one 
other suicide.

WHEN THE PIGS COME. 
Two Machine* Collide In Philadelphia 
With Fatal Results. 
Philadelphia, April 24—Trying to 
avoid a rough strip of Belgian blocks 
at Broad and Race streets, Charles 
R. Bell, a young m otor cyclist out for 
a Sunday ride, collided with another 
motor cyclist, John Moxey, a graduate 
of 
the

Governor of Georgia Ignore* Senti­ 
ment as Misplaced—Prisoner Served 


as Chief of Police at Danville, Va. 


Atlanta, Ga., April 24. — Governor 
Joseph M. Brown denied the pardon 
petition of Thom as E. Stripling, who 
in 1897 killed W illiam Cornett in H ar­ 
ris county because of insulting ad­ 
vances to big wife and sister, and who 
was convicted of this crime and sen­ 
tenced to lite imprisonm ent. 
Stripling made his escape, fled to 
another 
state, and by sobriety and 
strict attention to duty became chief 
of police of Danville, Va„ holding that 
position until leas than- two months 
ago, when he was recognized and re­ 
turned to Georgia. 
Stripling is at present confined in 
the jail at Columbus, using the jail­ 
e r’s office as a cell. Broken in health, 
suffering from tuberculosis, he is in 
no condition for hard work on the 
road and will be sent to the state 
prison farm, where some kind of light 
work will be given him. 
In denying the petition, Governor 
Brown reversed 
the 
action of the 
prison commission, which unanimously 
recommended the pardon, and acted 
In direct opposition to public senti­ 
ment, hundreds of petitions and letters 
from Georgia and Viiginia and other 
points having been submitted to the 
governor and the prison commission, 
pleading for the pardon of the man 
who by fourteen years of right living 
had shown the uprightness of his life 
and had earned, in their opinion, a 
clean slate from the state. 


No Unwritten Law. 
Sentiment, however, played no part 
in the decision of the governor. 
He 
helcf that only law and the constitu 
tion should govern an executive in 
reaching an opinion in this case. 
"One can scarcely imagine an aa 
sassination 
characterized 
by 
more 
complete absence of the elem ents ol 
courageous manhood in him who com 
inltted it,” said the governor. 
The plea of the "unw ritten law" Is 
disposed of by Governor Brown with 
the statem ent that "the constitntion 
of Georgia does not recognize the un­ 
w ritten law.” 
"I will here add,” he said, “that to 
the thoughtful citizen, one of the most 
dangerous evils m enacing our Institu­ 
tion* is lawless ness. 
The mob ex* 
fitting in wild disorder its victims, and 
the individual wreaking his own re 
venge for wrongs real or imaginary, 
the man of interest treating with con­ 
tem pt the laws of the land and tru st­ 
ing to gold or influence for safety, are 
.Striking m anifestations of the spirit of 
law lessness.”
